This  cata- 
logue contains  practtcallv  everything 
I useful  on  the  farm  and  m tie  home,  such 
I as  buggies,  wagpns,  harness,  paints, 
arming  utensils,  etc.  and  even  groceries; 
and  its  prices  are  designed  to  compete 
with  the  Western  mail-order  houses. 
This  should  sound  pleMscnt  to  the  farm- 
ers of  the  South  because  it  allows  them 
to  bay  from  Richmond  and  save  a great 
deal  in  freight.  Most  mail-order  pur- 
chases are  sold,  freight  collect,  nod  the 
freight  from  Chicago  to  the  South  is  of 
course,  much  higher  than  from  Richmond 
to  any  Southern  pointa.  For  example, 
a farmer  in  baying  a wagon  from  Rich- 
mond would  save  piobably  two  or  three 
dollar « alone  in  freight  as  compared  with 
baying  it  from  Western  cities.
